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Ultimates 


In  the  study  of  the  Greek  language  a  student  soon  learns  that  an  accent  may  occur  on  any  one  of  the  last  three 
syllables  of  a  word — the  antepenult,  the  penult,  or  the  ultima.  This  designation  for  a  final  syllable  is  akin  to  our 
concept  of  "ultimate" — last,  final,  basic,  fundamental. 

Recently,  a  cherished  friend  died.  He  was  Donald  G.  Myers.  In  my  mind  he  accented  the  ultimates.  He  saw  that  the 
finest  and  most  basic  qualities  flourished  in  his  life  and  in  the  lives  of  those  who  were  around  him.  For  fifty  years  he 
had  been  a  Baptist  minister  and  had  just  celebrated  that  fact  with  the  beloved  congregation  at  Mooresville  who 
ordained  him  in  May  1935.  He  had  served  as  pastor  of  churches  in  Chadbourn,  Mount  Olive,  and  Wadesboro,  and  was 
pastor  at  First  Baptist  Church,  Reidsville  for  29  years. 

Donald  Myers  was  a  staff  member  at  Southeastern  Seminary  for  three  years  following  his  "retirement"  from 
Reidsville.  During  that  time  he  brought  wholeness  and  joy  to  students  and  colleagues.  His  enthusiasm  for  life  and 
work  never  waned  in  spite  of  two  severe  heart  attacks  before  the  fatal  one  this  summer.  His  preaching  had  a  lilt  and 
his  robust  sense  of  humor  a  lift  to  it.  He  made  people  around  him  want  to  serve  his  Lord.  Among  his  funeral 
instructions  was  a  typical  quotation:  "Faith  is  a  fantastic  adventure  in  trusting  Him." 

Few  people  could  equal  my  friend  in  telling  a  tall  tale  and  none  could  surpass  him  in  caring  deeply  for  colleagues.  He 
was  a  good  minister  of  Jesus  Christ  and  one  who  focused  winsomely  on  ultimates. 

Donald  Myers  loved  life  and,  in  Christ,  he  causes  us  to  cherish  it  a  bit  more  also.

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Professors  on  Sabbatical 
Study,  Research,  Write 

Three  Southeastern  professors  are 
spending  the  current  academic  year 
on  Sabbatical  leave.  William  P.  Clem- 
mons,  T.  Furman  Hewitt  and  Mal- 
colm O.  Tolbert  are  engaged  in 
study,  research  and  writing  projects 
pertaining  to  their  teaching  fields. 

Clemmons,  Professor  of  Christian 
Education,  is  doing  an  "intensive 
study  of  a  congregation  that  seeks 
to  integrate  Christian  education, 
spiritual  formation  and  involvement 
of  the  laity  in  personal  ministry."  He 
will  also  continue  study  in  the  area 
of  "spirituality  and  the  ministry  of 
the  laity." 

The  last  part  of  his  Sabbatical  will 
be  spent  examining  foundations  for 
integrating  practical  theology  with 
biblical,  theological  and  historical 
areas  of  study. 

"...this  will  help  me  better  relate 
Christian  education  to  the  other 
three  areas  of  study  in  our  school," 
Clemmons  said. 

Hewitt,  Professor  of  Christian 
Ethics,  is  spending  part  of  his  study 
leave  in  England  studying  moral  phi- 
losophy at  Regent's  Park  College, 
Oxford  University,  with  the  idea  that 
future  seminary  courses  will  be 
offered  in  Moral  Philosophy.  In  a 
closely  related  research  project,  He 
will  investigate  the  reaction  of  18th 
century  English  and  American  Bap- 
tists to  the  political  and  economic 
thought  of  certain  philosophers  of 
their  day. 

"In  a  twentieth  century  setting 
where  economic  and  political  issues 
are  emotionally  debated,  it  would  be 
helpful  to  document  Baptist  tradi- 
tions and  the  reasoning  which  under- 
girded  those  stances,"  Hewitt 
believes. 

Hewitt  sa/ i  1 1  also  begin  writing  a 
book  dealing  with  moral  issues  from 
the  perspective  of  the  practicing 
pastor. 

Tolbert,  Professor  of  New  Testa- 
ment, is  engaged  in  two  writing  pro- 


jects and  will  attend  a  workshop, 
"The  Art  of  Leading  Bible  Study,"  at 
Auburn  Theological  Seminary,  New 
York  City,  N.Y.  He  will  complete  a 
book  this  fall  which  will  "address  the 
issues  and  problems  of  the  churches 
from  the  perspective  of  the  New 
Testament." 

A  second  manuscript,  which  Tol- 
bert refers  to  as  "the  one  book  he 
would  like  to  write  more  than  any 
other,"  will  deal  with  major  theologi- 
cal themes  important  to  an  adequate 
understanding  of  the  church  in  the 
New  Testament. 

Teachers  in  The  Kingdom 

The  Kingdom  of  God  is  increas- 
ingly breaking  forth  on  the  campus 
at  Southeastern  Seminary,  according 
to  one  student  as  she  reflected  on 
the  men  and  women  who  teach  here. 
To  her,  they  are  witnesses  "whose 
vital  relationship  with  God  becomes 
the  reason  for  his/her  vocation  ..." 

The  student  underscored  the  idea 
that  Southeastern  Seminary  is  a  com- 
munity of  learning,  at  the  heart  of 
which  is  a  faculty  of  men  and  women 
deeply  committed  to  Jesus  Christ, 
responsible  in  their  scholarship,  and 
active  in  their  local  churches.  Ijt  is  a 
faculty  of  37  full-time  members  who 
guide  the  preparation  for  ministry 
of  more  than  1,200  students. 


Becoming  a  faculty  member  at 
Southeastern  involves  a  prayerful 
and  thorough  search.  In  seeking 
God's  will,  criteria  such  as  academic 
competence,  Christian  maturity  and 
current  ministry  play  an  important 
part  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
faculty  and  President  to  the  Trustees. 

Every  full-time  faculty  member  is 
also  interviewed  by  the  Trustees' 
Instruction  Committee.  The  Trustees' 
decision,  therefore,  is  based  on  first- 
hand knowledge  as  well  as  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  President. 

Teaching  is  akin  to  being  in  a  fish 
bowl.  Who  you  are  and  what  you 
teach  are  out  in  the  open,  to  be 
questioned  and  challenged.  At  South- 
eastern, the  focus  is  on  education  in 
a  Christian  context.  It  is  a  lively 
openness  to  God's  revelation  of  truth. 
It  calls  for  mature  teachers  open  to 
dialogue  and  who  respect  God's  gift 
of  soul  competency  to  each  student. 

These  are  the  "teachers  in  the 
Kingdom"  at  Southeastern  Seminary. 
As  the  student  continued,  "a  profes- 
sor, while  experiencing  a  family  cri- 
sis, shared  not  only  his  pain  with  the 
class,  but  his  abiding  faith  in  God's 
constant  presence  and  love.  He  was 
open,  yet  not  maudlin;  honest,  yet 
not  excessive;  genuinely  distressed, 
yet  not  depressed.  The  quality  of  his 
teaching  remained  impeccable."

Fall  Semester  Opening 


From  around  the  world  and  from 
the  next  county,  new  students  came 
in  cars  and  rented  trucks  filled  with 
furniture,  belongings  and  books. 
Some  came  as  singles,  some  as  new- 
lyweds,  some  with  spouses  of  many 
years  and  some  with  children. 

They  came  to  Wake  Forest  and 
Southeastern  Seminary  late  in 
August,  bringing  the  campus  to  new 
life  after  a  few  quiet  weeks.  They 
joined  "veteran"  students  to  prepare 
for  the  ministry  to  which  God  has 
called  them. 

A  three-day  orientation  for  new 
students  featured  the  usual.  .  .  fill- 
ing out  forms,  having  pictures  taken, 
registering  for  classes  and  meeting 
with  faculty  advisors.  This  year,  their 
orientation  had  a  new  twist,  Entry 
Level  Experience  sessions  led  by 
faculty  members. 

The  Entry  Level  Experience  (ELE) 
is  a  feature  of  the  new  curriculum 
design  recently  approved  by  the 
faculty.  In  ELE,  students,  under 
faculty  guidance,  explore  and  clarify 
their  own  Christian  experience  in- 
cluding their  call  to  ministry.  They 
also  review  their  understanding  of 
theological  education  and  spiritual 
growth. 

One  student  saw  ELE  as  a  help  in 
settling  more  quickly  into  the  social 
and  spiritual  life  of  Southeastern.  "It 
was  both  exhausting  and  refresh- 
ing," the  student  commented.  "The 
small  group  discussions  challenged 
me  to  a  clearer  starting  point  in  my 
belief  system." 

Classes  began  on  August  27,  and 
the  Opening  Convocation  crowd  in 
Binkley  Chapel  heard  President  W. 
Randall  Lolley  challenge  the  South- 
eastern family  to  see  the  Christian 
faith  as  a  covenant  instead  of  a  con- 
tract. The  service  also  included  the 
awarding  of  the  Citation  for  Faculty 
Excellence  to  Delos  Miles,  Professor 
of  Evangelism.  (See  stories  in  this 
issue.) 

Under  the  direction  of  Director  of 
Admissions/Registrar,  Carson  Brisson, 
a  computer-based  enrollment  proce- 
dure is  being  inaugurated.

Lolley  Says  Covenant  is  Basis  for  Ministry 


Covenant,  not  contract,  is  at  the 
heart  of  God's  dealing  with  his  peo- 
ple, whether  they  be  seminary  stu- 
dents specifically  or  Southern  Bap- 
tists generally,  according  to  South- 
eastern Seminary  President  W. 
Randall  Lolley. 

Speaking  at  the  opening  convoca- 
tion of  the  seminary's  35th  year, 
Lolley  had  words  of  encouragement 
for  seminarians  worried  about  their 
future  ministry,  and  suggested  a 
theological  norm  on  which  "South- 
ern Baptists  can  cut  a  fresh  cove- 
nant." 

The  questions  most  asked  him 
recently  by  students  and  alumni,  he 
said,  were  "What  of  me  and  my  min- 
istry in  times  like  these?  What  if  I 
choose  the  wrong  school,  the  wrong 
side,  the  wrong  rhetoric?  Will  there 
be  a  ministering  place  for  me?" 

In  his  convocation  sermon,  based 
on  Matthew  19:27-20:16,  Lolley  said 
that  Jesus'  story  about  the  landowner 
carries  clues  to  a  solution.  "Both  the 
work  and  the  workplace  are  the 
Lord's,"  he  explained.  Continuing, 
Lolley  reminded  his  audience  that 
"the  workers  are  sent  to  their  duty 
by  the  owner  of  the  workplace,"  even 
though  others  may  never  understand 
their  particular  part  of  the  work. 
"Your  covenant,  after  all,  is  with  the 
owner.  Keep  faith  with  him!" 


Now  in  his  12th  year  as  president, 
Lolley  took  note  that  the  newly 
created  Peace  Committee  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has 
targeted  theology  for  its  initial  focus. 

"Theology  is  a  fine  place  to  begin," 
he  said,  because  "Christian  theology 
-  Baptist  theology  -  begins,  continues, 
and  ends  with  one  fundamental  con- 
viction: JESUS  CHRIST  IS  LORD." 
Because  God  deals  with  his  people 
on  the  basis  of  covenant,  Lolley  said 
this  conviction  could  become  the 
starting  point  for  Southern  Baptists 
to  "cut  a  fresh  covenant." 

Not  content  to  leave  his  audience, 
both  in  the  seminary's  Binkley 
Chapel  and  beyond,  hanging,  Lolley 
shared  a  proposed  covenant: 


"JESUS  CHRIST  IS  LORD! 
Believing  that,  while  looking  to 
the  Scriptures  for  guidance  and 
to  the  Holy  Spirit  for  power, 
we  covenant  to  worship  God 
together  and  to  join  him  in  his 
work  in  the  world."

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Miles  Receives  Citation 
for  Faculty  Excellence 

Delos  Miles,  Professor  of  Evange- 
lism, has  been  presented  Southeast- 
ern Seminary's  Development  Coun- 
cil Citation  for  Faculty  Excellence. 
Miles  received  the  Citation  and  accom- 
panying check  of  $2,000.00  from 
Dean  Morris  Ashcraft  at  Opening 
Convocation  on  August  27.  In  addi- 
tion to  commending  Miles  for  "excel- 
lence in  the  task  of  teaching,"  Ash- 
craft cited  him  for  "many  significant 
contributions  to  the  lives  of  the 
churches  in  the  region." 

He  also  noted  that  Miles  has  pub- 
lished five  books  since  1981,  with  a 
sixth  to  be  released  in  the  near 
future.  One  of  these,  Introduction  to 
Evangelism,  is  being  used  currently  as 
a  classroom  text. 

Established  by  the  Seminary's 
Development  Council,  the  Citation 
is  designed  "to  encourage  the  faculty 
in  all  aspects  of  its  task  and  to 
express  appreciation  for  the  pivotal 
role  the  faculty  plays  in  the  life  of 
the  Seminary,"  according  to  Ashcraft. 
Criteria  for  selection  include  annual 
faculty  and  student  evaluation  and 
service  to  the  institution,  in  addition

A  native  of  Florence,  S.  O,  Miles 
joined  the  Southeastern  faculty  in 
August,  1981,  coming  from  the  posi- 
tion of  Associate  Professor  of  Evan- 
gelism and  Chairman  of  the  Evange- 
lism Department  at  Midwestern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in 
Kansas  City,  Mo.  He  has  also  served 
as  Director  of  the  Evangelism  Depart- 
ment for  the  General  Board  of  the 
South  Carolina  Baptist  Convention 
in  Columbia,  S.  C.  Previously,  Miles 
pastored  several  churches  in  S.  C. 
and  Va.  He  received  the  B.D.  degree 
from  Southeastern  in  1958  and  the 
S.T.D.  degree  from  San  Francisco 
Theological  Seminary  in  1973.

Trustees  Meet 

Southeastern  Seminary  Board  of 
Trustees  meeting  on  campus  October 
14-15  affirmed  the  work  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention  Peace  Com- 
mittee, dedicated  the  Shaw  House,  re- 
elected Charles  Horton  chairman  and 
responded  to  a  statement  from  the 
administration  regarding  a  professor's 
Sunday  School  lessons  on  Job. 

Peace  Committee  Statement 

The  Southeastern  trustees  adopted 
a  statement  affirming  the  action  of 
the  June  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion establishing  a  special  Peace  Com- 
mittee. The  statement  said  trustees 
also  "welcome  the  invitation  of  the 
convention  to  the  trustees  to  work 
with  the  Peace  Committee  to  achieve 
reconciliation  and  to  accomplish  the 
purposes  of  the  convention." 

Shaw  House  Dedicated 

Trustees  held  a  service  of  dedication 
for  Shaw  House,  a  residence  for  stu- 
dents, October  15.  The  property,  lo- 
cated near  the  seminary,  was  pur- 
chased by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hugh  Shaw  of 
Knightdale,  N.  C.  and  given  to  the 
seminary.

The  statement  presented  by  the 
administration  to  the  Southeastern 
trustees  pointed  out  that  Durham  had 
written  five  lessons  on  Job,  dealing 
with  a  series  of  biblical  texts  in  Job, 
under  the  overall  theme,  "God  is  in 
Control."  Durham  followed  the  re- 
quest and  guidelines  of  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board  in  preparation 
of  the  materials. 

"Evil  throughout  the  Scriptures  is 
very  real  and  it  is  awful.  It  is  personal 
and  it  is  cosmic,"  the  statement  said. 
"The  Bible  speaks  of  human  sin  and 
evil  in  numerous  ways.  Satan  is  one  of 
the  ways." 

After  dealing  with  several  biblical 
references,  the  statement  asserts:  "The 
biblical  writers,  however,  speak  of  this 
power  of  darkness,  personification  of 
evil,  devil  or  Satan  in  the  most  serious 
terms  but  never  as  if  God's  control 
were  in  doubt." 

"The  administration  acted  with  forth- 
rightness  and  openness  in  bringing 
this  matter  to  the  full  Board,"  Chair- 
man Charles  Horton  said.  "It  is  an 
excellent  statement,  thorough  in  the 
subject  matter,  in  order  that  the  trus- 
tees might  be  fully  informed,"  he 
added.

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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


COOPERATION 


Sometimes  we  mistakenly  believe  that  the  Cooperative  Program  is  the  starting  place  for  our 
Southern  Baptist  way  of  doing  things  together.  The  fact  is  that  the  starting  place  is  several  steps 
prior  to  the  programming  place. 


Step  1.  A  cooperative 
personality. 

This  is  a  psychological  matter.  It  defines  the  person- 
ality make-up  of  the  individual  Southern  Baptist 
who  is  considering  our  work  together  through  the 
cooperative  technique. 

The  cooperative  personality  is  one 
...who  truly  does  believe 

that  we  can  do  more  collectively  and  together 
than  we  can  do  separately  and  apart 
...who  truly  prefers  cooperation  to  non-coopera- 
tion 

...who  is  not  threatened  by  the  prospect  of 
cooperation,  but  is  rather  stimulated  by  it. 


Step  3.  A  cooperative  spirit. 

Obviously,  this  is  a  spiritual  dimension.  It  springs 
from  the  wellsprings  of  the  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ, 
who  from  twelve  divergent  people  created  his  first 
ekklesia.  The  scriptures  say  that  "we  are  laborers 
together  with  God."  (I  Corinthians  3:9)  Laborers 
together  are  not  necessarily  laborers  alike. 

A  cooperative  spirit 

...sees  our  diversity  as  a  positive  possibility 

and  never  as  a  threatening  one. 

...focuses  on  parameters 

and  not  on  particulars 

...focuses  on  the  spirit  of  Christ 

rather  than  the  spirit  of  division  and  negativism. 


Step  2.  A  cooperative 
mentality. 

This  is  intellectual.  It  defines  a  specific  way  of  think- 
ing, of  acting,  of  reacting. 


Step  4.  A  cooperative 
program. 

The  foundation  of  a  cooperative  program  is  based 
on  attitude  and  outlook,  rather  than  on  conformity. 


A  cooperative  mentality  is  a  mind-set 

...that  senses  the  opportunity  togetherness  affords 

rather  than  seeing  togetherness  as  a  threat.

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Chaplain  "Takes  Time... 
Listens  with  Understanding 


When  Donna  Forrester  told  me 
she  often  needs  30  minutes  to  get  to 
a  meeting  on  campus,  I  wondered 
about  her  physical  stamina.  I 
shouldn't  have. 

What  happens,  she  said,  is  that  as 
she  moves  from  one  building  to 
another,  she  is  so  frequently  stopped 
by  a  student  or  other  member  of  the 
seminary  community  to  discuss  a 
matter  of  personal  or  mutual  con- 
cern. 

The  need  for  a  full-time  Chaplain 
for  the  Southeastern  family  is  no 
longer  questioned.  Since  her  appoint- 
ment in  1984,  Chaplain  Forrester  has 
discovered  there's  "more  to  do  than 
can  be  done."  I  asked  her  about  being 
accepted  by  students  and  staff.  The 
answer  lies  in  "taking  30  minutes  to 
walk  across  campus." 

"There  are  a  lot  of  crises  in  a 
seminary  community,''  she  said. 
Sometimes  an  emotional  crisis  is 
triggered  by  traumatic  situations  in 
a  student's  past,  or  by  the  pressures 
of  academic  responsibilities — meeting 
deadlines  and  the  like. 

Also,  some  students  must  deal  with 
their  identity  as  a  minister. 

"Often,"  she  said,  "I  find  students 
still  trying  to  receive  approval  as 
their  motive  for  being  a  minister. 
They  sometimes  are  here  (at  the 
seminary)  for  the  wrong  reasons." 

Suspecting  that  this  was  an  age- 
old  problem,  I  asked  how  she  handled 
those  situations.  She  said  her  ap- 
proach was  to  "help  them  look  at 
their  reasons  for  being  in  seminary, 
realize  the  discrepancy  and  to  under- 
stand their  options." 

I  wondered  how  these  approaches 
were  received  by  students,  especially 
male  students.  So,  I  asked  one  of  the 
men. 

"She's  very  nonjudgmental,"  he 
said,  adding,  "she  has  a  knack  for 
being  on  target." 

"She  is  a  good  listener,"  he  said,  "a 
very  caring  person  who  knows  her 
stuff."

Seminary  students  can  be  blunt. 
One  commented,  "getting  a  chaplain 
was  the  best  move  the  seminary's 
made — especially  getting  Donna." 

Chaplain  Forrester  gives  the  im- 
pression that  she  concentrates  on 
the  ministry  of  her  office  father  than 
side-issues. 

"I  faced  the  ordination  issue  ten 
years  ago.  I  struggled  with  it  at  the 
time,  and  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  if  I  didn't  use  the  gifts  God  gave 
me,  I  would  have  to  answer  to  God." 

Forrester  is  a  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina.  She  earned 
a  Master  of  Divinity  from  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  and  a 
Doctor  of  Ministry  from  South- 
eastern. 

"There  have  been  no  roadblocks 
to  my  ministry  here,  and  that  fact  is 
borne  out  in  the  statistics."  Students, 
she  continued,  are  glad  to  have  some- 
one to  ask  questions,  to  talk  with 
about  concerns. 

One  student  backed  up  that  state- 
ment, saying  he  has  referred  several 


people  to  Chaplain  Forrester  because 
he  "knows  they  will  get  good  help." 

Routine  counseling. ..chatting  with 
students  on  the  way  to  a  meet- 
ing...drinking  a  cup  of  tea  with  the 
faculty  may  be  one  thing.  What 
about  the  crises — those  times  that 
test  the  ability  to  respond  quickly,  to 
become  involved  in  life-wrenching 
events?  How  about  Chaplain  Forres- 
ter's mettle  when  the  chips  are 
down? 

She  was  there. 

It  happened  just  before  Christmas. 
It  was  a  tragedy  which  left  no  one  in 
the  seminary  family  untouched.  A 
staff  member,  student  spouse,  eight 
months  pregnant,  took  her  own  life. 
Immediately,  Donna  Forrester  was 
there — with  the  student  father  of  a 
healthy  newborn  boy. ..with  stunned 
co-workers. ..with  the  whole  grieving 
seminary  family. 

"It  proved  to  me,"  Forrester  said, 
"the  importance  of  the  Seminary  com- 
munity having  a  chaplain..." 

"It's  true,"  said  Diane  Trott,  co- 
worker and  friend  of  the  suicide  vic- 
tim, "I  found  Chaplain  Forrester's 
depth  of  caring  and  compassion  to 
be  an  enormous  source  of  strength. 
Her  ability  to  comfort  and  counsel 
with  silent  understanding  makes  her 
a  strong  friend." 

That's  what  I  discovered  in  my 
search  for  the  real  Donna  Forrester. 
She's  someone  who  takes  a  long  time 
to  walk  across  campus  and  who  coun- 
sels with  silent  understanding.  I 
guess  that's  what  makes  her  so  much 
at  home  in  the  Southeastern  family. 


Since  the  official  opening  of  the  Chaplain's  office  in  August,  1984,  assistance 
to  the  seminary  community  has  steadily  increased.  Fall  semester  1984  counsel- 
ing hours  totaled  318;  Spring  1985  Chaplain  Forrester  spent  419  hours  in 
formal  counseling. 

Three  seminars  on  conflict  management  have  been  well  attended,  and  coun- 
seling groups  have  been  started.  The  chaplain  serves  as  an  advisor  to  Seminary 
Wives  in  Ministry.  There  are  increasing  opportunities  to  represent  the  semi- 
nary in  the  local  community  and  beyond.

This  speaks  volumes  about  our  theological  educational  endeavor  at  Southeastern  Seminary. 

One  area  of  discussion  with  the  subcommittee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Peace  Committee  on  their  visit  to 
the  seminary  February  4-5  concerned  "balance"  in  the  climate  and  the  classrooms  on  campus.  While  this  is  both  difficult  to 
define  and  to  achieve,  it  is  not  impossible  to  attempt. 

When  studying  light  and  color,  physicists  speak  of  spectrum.  Hues  discernible  to  the  naked  eye  range  from  red  through 
orange,  yellow,  green,  blue,  and  indigo  to  violet.  Beyond  these  on  the  one  side  are  infra-red  rays  and  on  the  other 
ultra-violet  ones. 

At  Southeastern,  we  do  not  intend  to  embrace  the  theological  spectrum  beyond  the  hues  which  combine  to  provide  the 
LIGHT  in  Southern  Baptists'  theological  educational  endeavor.  There  will  be  no  attempt  to  balance  the  "infra-red"  or  the 
"ultra-violet"  extremes.  But  all  other  hues  which  make  up  the  LIGHT  can,  must  and  will  be  studied  in  our  effort  to  bear 
witness  of  the  Light,  "that  all  men  through  him  might  believe."  (John  1:7)

The  money  paid 
by  the  recipients  is  used  to  build  more 
houses.

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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


Commitment 

"Mt.  John"  we  affectionately  called  him.  Dr.  John  Edward  Steely  was  a  towering 
presence  among  us  for  thirty  years  at  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary. 
He  set  the  pace  for  others  of  us  who  gladly  teach  and  gladly  learn  at  this  place. 

In  1956,  when  John  joined  the  faculty,  Dr.  Syd  Stealey,  President,  offered  him  a 
teaching  position  in  New  Testament,  Church  History,  or  Historical  Theology- 
indicating  something  of  the  range  of  his  scholarship.  His  piety  and  his  learning 
were  beautifully  interwoven  and  were  equally  committed  to  the  lordship  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

He  was  eager  to  look  at  the  newest  and  toughest  issues  in  life  in  light  of  history  and 
theology.  Knowing  what  the  Bible  says  did  not  end  the  matter  for  John.  It  began  the 
matter.  He  helped  us  grapple  with  the  hardest  questions  of  our  lives.  Deeply  rooted 
in  our  Baptist  heritage,  Professor  Steely  was  an  able  advocate  of  the  best  in  our  his- 
tory, including  Baptists'  historical  commitment  to  religious  liberty,  soul 
competency,  and  the  priesthood  of  all  believers.  He  was  a  critic  of  our  failings,  but 
he  was  a  loving  critic. 

John  translated  eighteen  theological  works  from  German  and  Dutch,  and  was  co- 
author of  The  Baptist  Way  of  Life,  as  well  as  dozens  of  learned  articles. 

He  had  a  remarkable  capacity  to  care  for  God's  good  earth,  little  children,  and  col- 
leagues. He  quietly  engaged  in  ministries  in  which  the  grace  gifts  of  others  were 
acknowledged,  encouraged  and  supported. 

On  Good  Friday,  1986,  John  Steely  died.  He  is  now  with  Our  Lord.

Prof.  John  Steely 
Devoted  30  Years 
to  Southeastern 

John  Edward  Steely,  Professor  of 
Historical  Theology  at  Southeastern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  since 
1956,  died  March  28  of  heart  failure. 
Memorial  services  were  held 
Tuesday,  April  1  at  Pullen  Memorial 
Baptist  Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and 
Wednesday,  April  2  in  Binkley 
Chapel  on  the  Southeastern  campus. 

Steely,  63,  was  a  native  of  Almyra, 
Ark.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Donna,  of  326  North  College,  Wake 
Forest,  N.  C.  ,  a  daughter,  Deborah 
of  Raleigh,  N.C.,  and  a  son,  John 
Alan  of  Winston-Salem,  N.C. 

Well-known  as  a  scholar,  writer 
and  translater,  Steely  was  honored 
last  year  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Historical  Society.  He  received  the 
Norman  W.  Cox  Award  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Historical  So- 
ciety and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  Historical  Commission 
in  April  1985. 

He  earned  the  B.D.,  Th.M.  and 
Th.D.  degrees  from  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  Louisville, 
Ky.  He  was  graduated  magna  cum 
laude      from      Ouachita  Baptist 


Trustees  of  Southeastern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  adopted  a 
budget  of  $5,932,744  for  1986-87 
during  their  semi-annual  meeting  on 
campus  in  March.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  also  forwarded  to  the  Sou- 
thern Baptist  Convention  Peace  Com- 
mittee President  W.  Randall 
Lolley's  response  to  that  committee's 
visit  to  the  Southeastern  campus. 

The  new  budget  contains  a  5% 
increase.  A  large  portion  of  the  in- 
crease will  be  used  for  faculty  and 
staff  salaries  and  for  operation  of 
the  Ledford  Student  Center,  sche- 
duled to  open  this  summer. 

After  reviewing  with  President 
Lolley  his  response  to  the  Peace  Com- 
mittee's visit,  the  Board  adopted  a 
resolution  from  its  Executive 
Committee  which  described  the  re- 
port as  "a  conscientious  and  appro- 
priate effort  on  the  part  of  faculty 
and  administration  to  respond  to  the 
concerns  of  the  Peace  Committee..." 

Two  trustees  were  honored  at  the 
meeting  for  ten  years  of  service  on 
the  Southeastern  Board  of  Trustees. 
Peggy  Branch  of  Cary,  N.C.  and  Bill 
D.  Hudgens  of  Edwardsville,  111. 
have  served  the  maximum  two  five- 
year  terms  and  are  not  eligible  for  re- 
election. 

Branch  is  a  staff  member  at  Brown- 
Wynne  Funeral  Home  and  a  member 
of  Greenwood  Forest  Baptist 
Church,  Cary.  Her  late  husband  was 
General  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina.  Hudgens  is  a  retired 
member  of  the  faculty  and  adminis- 
tration of  Southern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity at  Edwardsville  and  is  a  mem- 
ber of  University  Baptist  Church, 
Edwardsville. 

H.  Alexander  Holmes  of  Greens-

Steely  was  pastor  of  four  Baptist 
churches  in  Arkansas  and  one  in  Ill- 
inois. From  1948  until  he  joined  the 
Southeastern  faculty  in  1956,  he  was 
head  of  the  Department  of  Bible  and 
Religious  Education  at  Southern 
Baptist  College,  Walnut  Ridge,  Ark. 


Accountant,  is  a  partner  in  Arthur 
Andersen,  a  Greensboro  accounting 
firm.  He  is  a  member  of  First  Baptist 
Church,  Greensboro. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  granted 
sabattical  leaves  to  five  faculty 
members:  Robert  H.  Culpepper,  pro- 
fessor of  theology;  Thomas  H. 
Graves,  associate  professor  of  phi- 
losophy of  religion;  C.  Michael 
Hawn,  associate  professor  of  church 
music;  Richard  L.  Hester,  professor 
of  pastoral  care  and  psychology  of  re- 
ligion; and  Robert  L.  Richardson,  Jr., 
professor  of  supervised  ministry. 
The  trustees  also  approved  a  recom- 
mendation from  a  special  study  com- 
mittee to  put  in  writing  a  procedure 
for  filling  vacancies  on  the  Board 
which  occur  between  sessions  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The 
Seminary's  charter  permits  such 
action  by  the  Board,  but  the 
procedure  had  never  been  for- 
malized. 

In  other  actions  the  trustees: 

*  received  as  information  a  set  of 
guidelines  on  publications  by  student 
organizations.  The  guidelines  were 
developed  by  a  special  committee 
and  recommended  to  the  ad- 
ministration. The  Board's  action 
grew  out  of  concern  over  ascending 
liability. 

*  voted  to  make  a  gift  to  the  vo- 
lunteer Wake  Forest  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  the  purchase  of  special 
hoses  for  use  in  low  water  pressure 
areas. 

*  agreed  to  grant  easements  to  the 
Town  of  Wake  Forest  for  an  electric 
substation  and  a  water  main. 

*  heard  a  presentation  on  the  con- 
version of  a  local  cotton  mill  into  a 
housing  facility  and  voted  to  study 
whether  the  Seminary  should  be  in- 
volved in  the  project. 

*  heard  a  progress  report  on  the 
Ledford  Student  Center  and  re- 
affirmed their  individual  financial 
commitments  to  the  project.  The 
$2,800,000  facility  is  scheduled  for 
completion  this  summer. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  also  estab- 
lished three  endowment  funds:  the 
Jack  Arlen  Holt  Memorial  Endow- 
ment Fund  for  Student  Aid;  the 
Sadako  Kawano  Memorial  Endow- 
ment Fund  for  International  Students 
and  the  Rachael  L.  Armour 
Endowment  Fund  for  Financial  Aid. 
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Chaplain's  Gratitude  Helps  Future 
Ministries  Fund  Top  Million  Dollars 

An  Army  Chaplain  who  remembers  Southeastern  Seminary  as  his  "brother 
and  sister,''  has  expressed  his  gratitude  in  a  big  way.  By  investing  in  an  in- 
surance policy  with  Southeastern  as  the  eventual  beneficiary,  Larry  Eakes, 
74,  a  chaplain  with  the  U.  S.  Army  Special  Forces  at  Ft.  Bragg,  N.  C.  pushed 
the  Seminary's  Future  Ministries  Fund  over  one  million  dollars. 

"In  just  three  years,  25  alumni  have  joined  the  Future  Ministries  Fund,"  said 
Wayne  F.  Murphy,  Director  of  Planned  Giving.  "Chaplain  Eakes'  policy 
boosts  the  Fund's  total  to  more  than  $1,000,000  which  will  eventually  be 
available  to  support  Sou thea stern's  ministry  of  preparing  men  and  women  for 
Christian  leadership." 

Murphy  described  the  fund  as  a  way  an  alumnus  or  friend  can  make  a  signifi- 
cant gift  to  the  Seminary,  eventually,  for  a  small  insurance  premium  each 
month.  Eakes  and  his  wife,  Frances,  agree. 

Though  he  threw  the  first  letter  he  received  from  Murphy  about  the  Fund 
in  the  fireplace,  Eakes  is  "glad  there  was  no  fire  at  the  time." 

"That  letter  just  stared  at  me  until  I  retrieved  it  from  the  ashes,"  he  recalls. 
"Then  another  letter  came.  This  time  Frances  and  I  talked  and  prayed  about 
the  invitation  to  join  in  the  Future  Ministries  Fund  and  help  our  seminary." 
The  couple  talked  with  Murphy,  got  more  details  about  the  fund,  and  decided 
joining  the  fund  could  help  both  their  family  and  their  seminary. 

Eakes  believes  the  Future  Ministries  Fund  is  "a  good  arrangement.  It's 
flexible  because  the  Seminary  will  do  it  your  way  with  whatever  amount  you 
can  put  into  a  policy." 

Frances  Eakes  agrees,  saying,  "It's  a  good  program  for  Southeastern  and  the 
donor.  The  insurance  will  provide  an  income  for  me  at  Larry's  death,  and  then 
the  principal  will  go  to  the  Seminary  at  my  death." 

Eakes  recalls  that  while  a  student  at  Southeastern,  "the  folks  there  gave 
me  a  job  and  helped  me  with  my  tuition  when  we  had  neither  food  nor  a  job." 
He  wants  to  show  his  gratitude  by  helping  future  seminary  students.
